It might be of interest for tho public 
[n general to know how far a letter car 
rier travels during the day and year. 
[I’he following figures may b o some what 
riticised but art) figures on the lowest 
pate. 
Out of 3*55 day in the year a car 
der has off 52 Sundays and 15 days 
leave of absence, leaving 298 full work 
ng days but every other Sun lay he 
hoes a half days work at the carrier's 
Lindow and every fourth Sunday he 
bakes a street collection (carriers in 
Brainerd take turns in collecting on 
lundays.) 
Tho Sunday work will fig 
ire lip to eight days, or 30b full days in 
die year (208 plus S). 
You might ask 
die question, “How far does he walk a 
lay'."'’ 
Well, from experience in the lo 
■a1 postoffice he walks IS miles which is 
explained as follows: 
lie works eight 
lours per day, four in the forenoon and 
lour in the afternoon. 
We will make 
dlowance each half day for routing the 
[nail, leaving 0 hours for out side work, 
f a man can't walk 3 miles per hour he 
[lad better quit his job and at that rate 
ve have 18 miles per day which is a 
rery low rate, for as a usual thing only 
iboyt one hour and a half is consumed 
in tile postoffice fur routing each day. 
With .30b days per year at IS miles per 
[lay we get the total of 5,506 miles per 
Fear, a distance from Brainerd to the 
Pacific coast and back to the Atlantic.

Sites for Federal Buildings 
Considerable interest is being taken 
at this time in the manner of procedure 
of thi* government in securing sites for 
public buildings in cities where appro­ 
priations have been made for tho same 
and the following circular letter i s s u e d 
will be read with interest: 
Whenever an act of congress author­ 
izes the acquisition of a site for a pro­ 
posed public building 
whether by pur­ 
chase or gift, the treasury department 
invites, through an advertisement in­ 
serted in a local newspaper, bids for the 
sale, or propositions of donation, and 
directs that the same be submitted to 
the secretary of the treasury at Wash­ 
ington. 
This advertisement gives such 
information as to the approximate di­ 
mensions of the site required and the 
general conditions and requirements as 
will enable intelligent preparation and 
submission of bids or offers. 
Tho bids 
and offers obtained in this way are 
o p e n e d at the treasury department in 
Washington at the time stated in the 
advertisement, and as soon thereafter 
as practicable an agent of the depart­ 
ment is sent to make a personal exami­ 
nation of the properties offered, and 
upon this report, together with repre­ 
sentations in writing from other sources, 
the department makes selection, condi­ 
tioned, nevertheless, that the title to 
the property be approved by the attor 
noy general. 
When the land is thus ac­ 
quired on which buildings are situated 
which are reserved by the party selling, 
notice to remove tin* same is given af­ 
ter the land has been actually acquired 
and title approved. 
Whenever the de­ 
partment is unable to obtain an ac­ 
ceptable site at a reasonable price in 
tho manner above outlined, it frequent­ 
ly makes select! .ms and authorizes the 
department of justice to begin and 
prosecute condemnation proceedings in 
which the price to be paid is judicially 
determined. As soon as practicable af­ 
ter the acquisition of tho site, plans for 
the proposed building are prepared and
